Thofe which had the good For- 
tune to cfcape, were afterwards burnt by the Sultan's 
Order, lett they fhould fail into the Hand of the 
H ans. Huniades entred inte the Town, and 
dcfended it with fuch Bravery, that Mahomer, who 
was teloly'd to perifh in the Siege rather than retire, 
was on the point of being abandoned by his Men in 
che laft Storm, when himielf was wounded, moft of 
his Genera!s kill*4, and above 30,000 Men left dead 
upon the Spor, fo that the Sulran was oblig'd to raife 
the Scige on the 6th of Auguft that Year, but the 
Vi@ory cof the Hungarians very dear, becaufe Hu- 
nizdes, who wes the braveft General of his Time, 
was fo dangeroufly wounded, that he dy d foon after.

Turks would have retir'd ; but two Deferters that 
went over to Solyman's Camp, fhew'd him the 
weakeft Part of the Place, and gave him fuch good 
Dire@ions, chat he took the Town, when the —* 
fon retir’d into the Citadel: Whereupon Solyman 
caus'd fome Pieces of Ordnance'to be levell’d againſt 
the Tower of Sr. Francis’s Church, but the Garifon 
withftood all his Efforts for 60 Days, at the End of 
which the Sultan granted them a Ceflation of Arms, 
with Leave to repair what Damage they had fuftain’d. 
Then two Kenegadoes, by undermining the Wall, 
Blew it up, which oblig’d the Garifon to a Capitu 
lation, and they were allow'd to go out with cheir 
Baggage ; but Solyman obféry'd none of the Articles 
of che Capitulation. From that Time the Turks 
were in Poflefion of the Place rill 1688. when the 
Ele&tor Maximilian of Bavaria re-took it for the 
Emperor, after a Siege of a few Weeks; but two 
Years after this the Turks took it again, by the 
accidental blowing up of a Magazine of Powder,
